in any transaction with the applicant 
as such real estate agent, by . reason 
of the misrepresentation or deceit of 
the applicant with respect to the sub- 
ject matter of such transaction. 

The bureau is required t& investigate 
any complaints made under oath that 
through misrepresentgtion of decelt on 
the part of a licensed agent the com- 
plainant has suffered, or that the agent 
has failed to account for money. Action 
may be brought upon the bond within 
a year after the filing of such a com- 
plaint. Bonds shall be renewed an- 
nually, and a statement of the busi- 
ness shall be rendered to the bureau 
as a guide in fixing the amount of the 
bond. Licenses are revocable for 
cause after notice and hearing.

Is Prediction. 

Frank H. Butler, an aeronaut who is 
making flights with Wilbur Wright in 
France, asserts that within the next 
decade flying machines wil! be as com- 
mon as automobiles now are. He pre- 
dicts that before the year 1928 a flying 
machine, capable of moving through 
the alr at terrific speed, can be pur- 
chased fot $600 or less. He is a firm 
believer in the ultimate success of the 
airship. 

“Within the next ten years,” says 
Butler, “flying machines will be a com- 
mon sight. They will travel much 
faster than a motor car.

Not St. Thomas Aquinas, who seemed to have 
plucked a feather from Gabriel's wing to fashion into a 
pen to write his conceptions of divinity, which seem to 
sound the depths of heaven, but a little child in its pur- 
ity of heart, simplicity of life and devotion of love, is 
to be the model of the true Christian. 

The everlasting immanence of God in this world, as 
constantly present to each of us as He was to Israel in 
the pillar of cloud and of fire, is the simple Gospel which 
constitutes true religion. The churches have wandered 
very far from the simplicity of that Gospel of the living 
God, the Gospel before whose trumpet tones the walls of 


| ancient Rome fell, the ramparts of carefully-wrought-out 


systems of philosophy which had made Athens famous, 


| and the altars of age-gray superstitions which had trav- 


eled from the banks of the Ganges and the Euphrates, 
by the Nile and by the seas to the ends of the earth. In 
place of this simple Gospel, a life to live, not a creed 
to say, we now have men preaching a creed, a form, a 
ritual. Neoplatonism at an early age invaded the Chris- 
tian church. It is in the letter to the Ephesians, and 
elsewhere. It may have been wise to preach these 
things to the philosophers of Athens and Alexandria. 
Origen may have had his usefulness in the world. 
Chrysostom may rightly have joined issue with Arius. 
Thomas Aquinas and the other schoolmen left a deep 
impress on the intellectual life of men. 

But the average preacner, before the average congre- 
gation, who attempts the impossible feat of making com- 
prehensible the doctrine of the Trinity when he should 
be preaching the simple Gospel of the living God is wast- 
ing his time. 

These hair-splitting definitions of the indefinable, 
infinitely: not-understandable, have divided the Christian 
church into warring camps instead of allies. An affix 
to a Latin word in the creed centuries ago separated the 
church of the east from that of the west, and the famous 
Filioque has made bitter enemies out of those whom the 
Master enjoined to love one another. And what human 
mind shall say how the spirit of God operates? We may 
guess where the winds come from and go to, but we shall 
never trace the divine spirit to its source. 

But a simple child can learn to be pure in heart, to 
be merciful, to be meek, to be kind. And that, not Latina 
suffixes, is Christianity.

The grass is thin, and it Is 
estimated that every head of cattle will need from ten 
to twenty acres, and every sheep one or two acres. In 


_the Karoo even more land will be reau'red. 
with branches 


At present the colony has about 12.000,000 sheep, 7,000,- 
000 goats, 2,000,000 cattie, and 500,000 horses and mules. 
The farmers tell me that there is some money in horse 
raising, as the country does not raise enough for its own 
needs. 
and upward. 


The chief stock now grown here are sheep and goats. 
The climate and feed make exceljent wool, and the 
mohair is especially good. The country is now export- 
ing something like $19,900,000 worth of wool annually, 
and its mohair brings the highest prices. I am told that 
there are 3,000,000 Angora goats in the colony, and that 
good ones are now selling for upward of $5 apiece. 

As to the sheep, they remind me of those of Australia. 
They are Merinos, which were brought here centuries 
ago from Spain and which formed the start of the Aus- 
tralian stock. There is also a common cape sheep which 
thrives well. The farms are largely in the Karoo. The 


sheep are usually kept in large flocks, single farmers 


having as many as 10,090 each :

Pilgrim Feast in 1621. 


A GLIMPSE AT THE First THANKS- 
GIVING GATHERING.

N its origin Thanksgiving Day was observed some- 
what differently from what it now is. It originated 
in this country in Plymouth, Mass., in 1621. After 
terrible winter in Plymouth, during which half of the 
little colony of 100 emigrants died of the hardships and 
exposure that they suffered in their new home, the men 
and boys planted the garden vegetable seeds which they. 
had providently brought over in the Mayflower, and the 
Indian corn obtained from the Indians. Then they 
watched the seeds spring up and grow through the sum- 
mer. The crop was bountiful, and there was no fear of 
scarcity through the winter. When it was all gathered

As 
far as we can learn from the meager contemporary rec- 
ords, and the histories of that time, the first American 
Thanksgiving was not exclusively a religious and do- 
mestic occasion, as it afterward became: but, rather, it 
was almost wholly a time of festivity. Of course, there 
were the customary family prayers, which were held 
daily in every house before breakfast. Though nothing 
is said in their writings of a religious gathering, we can 
hardly think thaf the Pilgrims would wholly omit all 
spiritual exercises. That would be contrary to their 
devout prayerful natures. For one, I always like to re- 
call, at this season, the little Plymouth town, and its 
first Thanksgiving week. I like to see in fancy its prim- 
itive street. along which stood seven little rush-thatched

foremothers did not have modern conveniences for cook- 

ing. They had to bake, roast, and broil over the coals 
of the fireplace. I wonder where they set their tables? 
Even their largest common house could have accommo- 
dated only a fraction of them all. There must have 
been second tables, of course. 

Then what did they have to eat? We know that some 
things were lacking that they must have greatly missed. 
_ There could have been no butter, cream, milk. cheese, 
or any dish that is principally made with milk. because 

there were no cows in New England until 1623, when 
John Winthrop, later their worshipful Governor, brought 
_ over four cows from England. The butter and cheese 
that they took with them on the Mayflower were long 
since consumed. I hardly think they had chicken pie 
for the feast, for the fowls were reserved as a rare deli- 
cacy for the sick. They could have had eggs for their 
ples and puddings. Since they raised pumpkins, they 
might have had pumpkin pies, if they made them with 
water. 


In the ocean there was great abundance of fish, oys- 
ters, and other shelifish. .Of course, there was none of 
their national dish, prime roast beef, no veal, lamb. mut- 
_ ton or pork. There was plenty of deer, which would be 
a good substitute in venison. But they had one thing 
| that we like better than anything else on Thanksgiving 
Day. Wild turkeys were very abundant in the woods 
and fields about Plymouth, and the Indians went out and 
shot a large number of them. and made them their con- 
tribution to the feast. Gov. Bradford says in his his- 
| tory that they were delicious to eat. How fitting it is 
| that the bird that is the crowning glory of our Thanks- 
: giving board should have been the favorite meat of that 
historic first Thanksgiving dinner! 


| There were, doubtless, onions, beets, parsnips, cab- 
' bage or colewort, squash and perhaps other vegetables. 
| for a good variety of seeds were brought over from Hol- 
land. Perhaps there was succotash, and the Indians 
| must have made it, for it was something that the Pil- 

grim cooks had never heard of before, and we know that 
they learned later from the Indians how to make it. 
Now, what did they have for dessert, | wonder? I think 
they may have had some sort of pudding with huckle- 
berries for plums I doubt if they had much sweeten- 
ing for their pudding and pumpkin pies, as their stock 
of sugar and molasses was very limited. Perhaps they 
had a substitute. There were fine wild grapes in the 
woods, and they had doubtless dried a store of wild 
| Strawberries, cherries, and plums. They surely did not 

have any mince pies. since the Pilgrims thought mince 
| ples were very wicked, and savored of Romanism. So 
they condemned those who afterward made and ate 
them. Near the close of the century Samuel Sewell, the 
famous olf judge, reprimanded very severely members 
of his family for eating them. 


On the whole, that first Thanksgiving dinner was a 
bountiful meai, which the Pilgrims greatly enjoyed. 

Now, what did they do to amuse their Indian guests 
that Thanksgiving week? The Pilgrims always dis- 
/ countenanced games, yet in their holiday weeks in Eng- 
land, a great variety of games and sports were indulged 
in, and the people missed them from force of habit. 
Some entertainment of their guests they felt obliged to 
provide. To meet this need, the captain of Plymouth, 
Miles Standish, assembled their men, twelve or fifteen 
in number, and they went through a series of military 
maneuvers. Besides furnishing entertainment to their 
red neighbors, it afforded an opportunity to demonstrate 
| how fatally they could shoot, stab, and batter down de- 
| fenses. It impressed the Indians with the colonists’ su- 
| periority in warfare. 

It must have been a striking picture to see Miles 
Standish putting the Pilgrim Fathers through their mili- 
tary paces. In his hand he brandished the historic 
Sword of Damascan steel on whose blade there were an- 
| cient talismanic Arabic inscriptions. The sword that 
played its part that week is kept now in the cabinet of 
the Massachusetts Historical Society. One of the in- 
_ Seriptions is still unread; the other has been recently 
deciphered by an American college professor. 

The Captain of Plymouth might still have been smart- 


' ing from Priscilla’s rejection of his offer of marriage. 


But as he drilled his Pilgrim band of soldiers, he carried 
himself with a proud martial air that redeemed his short 
nutty-brown face, and “russety beard 


father’s face, thanks to the poet who descended from his 
scornful sweetheart, Priscilla. And we see him as in a 
picture giving the dusky natives an object lesson in 
fighting in the first Thanksgiving week. In later years 
there were days and months of starvation, fear, fight- 


ing and disease. But the first Pilgrim feast week was 


a merry, grateful, trustful, full-fed Thanksgiving, which

Andrew Jackson, turning out 2000 officers, 600 of whom 
had been confirmed by the Senate. Within two months 
the customhouses of the principal cities had been “re- 
formed,” clerks being removed without charges and 
without warning. John Quincy Adams, writing in his 
diary of the “tragical effects” of these proscriptions, 
says: 

“A clerk in the War Office, named Henshaw, who 
was a strong partisan for Jackson's election, three days 
since cut his throat from ear to ear from the mere ter- 
ror of being dismissed,” and that “Linneus Smith of the 
Department of State, one of the best clerks under the 
government, has gone raving distracted, and others are 
said to be threatened with the same calamity.” Within 
five years of Jackson's activity in thus “reforming” the 
executive service there were 183 defalcations by govern- 
ment officers. Marcy, in defending Jackson in the Sen- 
ate, used the phrase “To the victor belongs the spoils,”’ 
whence our term “spoils system.” Van Buren followed 
Jackson's example, and William Henry Harrison in one 
month made forty-nine removals, while Tyler in four 
months dismissed 121 high officials, and it is charged 
against him that he used offices for renomination, fail- 
ing which he revenged himself through dismissals. 
Then Presidents began to ask for some sort of civil 
service reform relieving them from office seekers. 

Office seekers swarmed so about Lincoln when he 
came to the White House that the establishment of

Finally the 
first civil service act came in Grant’s time, and more 
bars were put up by Arthur and subsequent Presidents, 
notably Cleveland, so that now 70 per cent. of all gov- 
ernment employés enter the service through exami- 
nation.

Towering above the roofs of the numerous public build- 
ings of the distant city, can be seen the dome of the Cap- 
itol and the slender shaft of the Washington Monument. 


Though Arlington Is a city of the dead, yet it is also 
a place of attraction and interest for the living. As the 
burial place for so many of the men famous in the his- 
tory of our country, thousands of tourists are annually 
drawn to visit it by the desire to gaze upon the monu-

the earthly remains of those heroes, as well as to see the 
historic grounds which were once the home of Gen. Rob- 
ert E. Lee. 

The old Lee mausion, now used for administrative 
purposes, stands on the brink of the hill overlooking the 
Potomac River and the Capitol. This old mansion, with 
its noble colonnade of snow-white pillars gleaming in 
the sunlight, is one of the landmarks of Virginia, and 
is pregnant with historic interest. It was erected in 
1802 by George Washington Parke Custis, adopted son 
of George Washington and grandson of Martha Wash- 
ington. Prior to the Civil War, Robert E. Lee occu- 
pied it as his home, from which he directed the move- 
ments of the numerous slaves who tilled the soil and 
carried on the routine work of the great estate out of 
which Arlington was subsequently carved. In the rear 
of the mansion there still can be seen the old slave 
quarters which housed the dusky workers, while near by 
is the old well which furnished the domestic water sup- 
ply for the family. 

The approach to the mansion from the front is by 
way of a winding path at one side of the house, with an 
occasional step to accommodate itself to the grade of 
the hill. Half-way down this path is an old tomb 
wherein are buried some of Gen. Lee’s relatives. The 
main entrance to Arlington is through a gate which 
opens out from the Fort Meyer Military Reservation, 
and the roadway through the cemetery winds in and out 
among the trees, now swerving to the right to escape 
some natural dell, now swinging to the left around some 
majestic elm, whose widespreading branches shield the 
traveler from the hot rays of the summer sun. This 
main road finally leads to the brink of the hill on which 
are located the Lee mansion and outbuildings, the Tem- 
ple of Fame, erected to the memory of Washington, 
Lincoln. Grant and Farragut, Thomas, Meade, McPher- 
son, Sedgwick, Reynolds, Humphreys, Garfield and

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After the close of the Civil War, Mrs. Lee having 
died, the remainderman, George Washington Custis Lee, 
claiming that the tax sale was defective, browght an ac- 
tion of ejectment against the United States. This case, 
in due time, reached the Supreme Court of the United 
States, and that tribunal decided in favor of Mr. Lee, 
on the ground that the tax certificate and sale did not 
divest the plaintiff of his title to the property. Under 


this new condition of affairs, the government, in 1883, | 


through an act of Congress, purchased the property from 
Mr. Lee for a consideration of $150,000. In the year fol- 
lowing, the State of Virginia ceded its jurisdiction over 
the tract to the Federal government, and exempted the 
same from taxation. 

To the visitor versed in our country’s history, the 
inscriptions on some of the monuments will recall to 
mind the lives of the men who died in defense of their 
country. Many a simple stone, bearing but the name of 
the deceased, or even merely a number, marks the grave 
of a hero whose exploits, if known to the world, would 
rank with those of the most renowned patriots. Some 
few of the names inscribed upon the monuments are 
more deeply engraved upon the hearts of our citizens, 
by reason of the heroic lives led by the men whose 
graves they mark. 

While it would be difficult, within the scope of a short 
article, to mention all of the noted men buried at Ar- 
lington, it might be of interest to refer to a few whose 
monuments stand out distinctly from the rest. 

Occupying one of the most conspicuous spots near the 


Lee mansion is the monument erected over the grave | 
of Gen. Phil Sheridan, one of the greatest generals of | 


the Civil War. The stone is imposing and beautiful, in 
keeping with the prominent place occupied by the gen- 
eral in our country’s history. 

Another famous soldier whose body rests at Arlington 
is that of Maj.-Gen. George Crook, the great Indian 
fighter. Over his grave a monument has been erected 
by the Society of the Army of West Virginia. An in-

_day for the South when reconstruction was at last put

and nothing more. Nevertheless, it is still a name to 
conjure with in the South—a part of the folklore of the 
people yearly revived by the children’s Kukliux mas- 
querade at Halloween.

DOUTLESS THE Most WONDERFUL 
CHINESE WOMAN IN AMERICA.

T is a far cry from the darkest confines of Central 
Asia: where the brigands and nomads roam, to a 
professorship in an advanced scientific institution in 
| America, but that has been the rise of Miss Jessie Doug- 
las Gutzloff, of Overbrook, Pa. 

_ Miss Gutzloff is a Chinese woman. She was born 


something over half a century ago in the middle of the . 


Chinese empire. When she was a baby a wandering 
band of robbers raided the little village that was her 


and led to her abduction from the institution by a 
| woman who hoped to reap pecuniary benefit from her 
industry. 
| The hue and cry raised over her abduction, however, 
_ seared off her captor, and Miss Gutzloff was returned to 

the institution, whence she eventually graduated with 
high honors. Her selection for the position she now oc- 
cupies soon followed. 


The appointment of an oriental woman to teach occi- 
dental things to occidental pupils was a radical de- 
parture from the general order of things, but the results 
of her work bear ample testimony to the wisdom of her 
selection. No woman of any race could more fully com- 
mand the confidence and affection of her charges, to 
whose moral, mental and physica) well-being she is de- 
voting her great talents, and for whose benefit she has 
devised valuable methods tending to simplify the teach- 
ing of the blind. In this connection perhaps her most 
notable achievement has been the translation into Chi- 
nese, through the medium of the American Braille sys- 
tem of raised dots, of certain religious literature. 

The Pennsylvania institution is co-educational, and 
Miss Gutzloff’s class consists of some thirty-five pupils, 
ranging in age from 15 to 20 years, 85 per cent. of whom 
have never seen the light of day. In addition to the or- 
dinary studies, she instructs her pupils in the arts of 
typewriting, needlework, music. etc., and yet finds time 
to supervise the reading of the proofs of all text-books 
used by the institution. Commenting upon the value of 


her work, Rev. Mr. Poole, a well-known loca! Chinese - 


missionary, said: 

“And she teaches something else which, perhaps, is of 
/ more value to those unfortunates than anything con- 
tained in the curriculum—optimism. Indeed, she seems 
to impart to her pupils a spirit of cheerfulness that has 
entirely banished pessimism from the institution. If all 
oriental minds could be affected by education and Chris- 
tian teaching as has been that of Miss Gutzloff, the 
phrase, ‘the awakening of China,’ would possess a new 
and wonderful significance.” 

That Miss Jessic, as she is affectionately called by her 
_ pupils and associates, is intensely religious, is evidenced 
by the fact that for what she has accomplished, and 
what she hopes to accomplish. she takes not one iota of 
credit. Firmly fixed in her mind is the idea that suec- 
cess along any line of endeavor is dependent upon divine 
_inspiration—that to Providence is due all credit. More- 
over, she believes in the law of compensation. To her. 
blindness simply means the loss of one faculty, compen- 
sation for which may be found in the systematic devel-

that—to use her own expression—"if God, in His infinite 
| wisdom, has, by_rendering me blind, increased my power 
for good, should I not glory in my blindness? If by the 
| loss of a physical eye my mental. spiritual vision has 
been rendered more acute, have I not cause for thanks- 
giving?

LDIOSYNCRACIES OF POSTAL SERV- 


ICE AT HOME AND ABROAD.

UST very recently a ruling has been made in the 
Postoffice Department at Washington in regard to 
Uncle Sam's mails which, om the face of it, may 
seem trivial, but which, in effect, is the frst step toward 
a universal postal rate. Beginning with October 1 post- 
age from any place in the United States to any other 
point in Great Britain and Ireland is the same as if it 
were sent to some point in the States. That is to say, if 
your letter here at home costs 2 cents to mail across the 
street, it would cost 2, and no more, to dispatch it to 
London, or John o' Groat’s Hole for the matter of that. 
The change has come in steps. Only a year or two ago 
we had still the flat universal postage rate of 5 cents an 
ounce to Great Britain. Then, not so long since, this

| Not so long since, for example, the writer was off in 
Newfoundland. Maps of the world, as a rule, give New- 
foundiand and Canada the same coloring, labeling both 
them “British America.”

In every field, a patch of corn is left, and bread and 
salt placed on the ground beside it. The ears of this 
are later knotted together, thus protecting the field from 
wizard or evil-minded human, for any person injuring it 
becomes twisted and shriveled up himself. 

The custom of placing the sheaf by the holy picture is 
a survival of the earlier one of offering a sacrifice to 
some god. For example, in the olden days of Prussia, 
at the end of the harvest, tite rustics always gathered 
in a barn and offered up a goat, the blood of the victim 
’ sprinkled about, the flesh cooked and served at a special 
| harvest feast, the remains of which were carefully buried 
in a hole in the ground so that they might not be dese- 
crated by birds or wild beasts. | 

In the Lippe district of Germany a cock was eaten at 
the harvest tide; the farmer, his family, and relatives 
joining in the feast, but the servants not having even 
a bone to pick of this ceremonial fowl. 


No light task was it for the chosen maiden in Rou- 
mania to bring home the crown made from the last ears 
of corn, for every one who met her was in duty bound 
to throw water, while at the door of the farmhouse 


awaited two servants to perfect the donsing, lest by 
any chance the crops next year’should suffer from 


drought. 
But no more amazing accounts of the harvest time can 
be found than some of the old customs of England and

to the barn by an advance guard playing pipe and tabor. 
) while the reapers followed dancing, shouting, singing. 


“Harvest home! harvest home! 
We've reaped, we've mowed, 
We've brovght home every load. 
Hip, hip, hip, harvest home!” 

Frequently, the harvest merry-making was further 
enlivened by some practical joke. It was fine fun for 
the agile of brain and muscle to hide in a treetop and 
pour down water on the reapers as they danced barn- 
ward. More laughable yet at the harvest supper that 
followed for two men to dress up in sacks representing 
the old sow “Paiky,”’ and with their composite head 
decorated with furze bush to crawl] energetically among 
the shrinking, shrieking guests, on wholesale pricking 
bent. But dearest of all to the teasing heart of man 
was the harvest joke upon the neighboring farmer who 
had not yet finished cutting his grain. A final handful 
of their own grain being left on the garnered fleld and 
tied conspicuously up for target, one after another of the 


reapers threw a sickle at it—the successful “shot"’ be- 


ing privileged to bear it and an accompanying laugh to 


the belated farmer in question. 


Finally, the general good nature o the harvest tide 
bubbles over in the following verses inspired by the 
custom of eating goose at the harvest supper. 

“Geese now in their prime season are, 
Which, if well roasted are good fare:

The Karshner farm occupies a flat area with a con- 
venient slant toward the south. Hot water, oozing out 
of the ground, forms three smal] streams which empty 
into the near-by river. 

The warm spring extends over a distance of about a 
mile, and as the owner says: “The heat in the ground 
has to be felt to be believed.” He adds: “I have never 
seen vegetables grow as they do here. The place has a 
climate of its own. Often there is no frost when it is 
freezing everywhere else.” 

The hot-water farmer has seventy hens. He has also 
six fine pigs. His crop of potatoes this year will be 100 
toéns, at 350 bushels to the acre. Tobacco has made a 
great growth. Tomatoes are a success.. Squashes of 
several kinds are grown, some of them weighing as much 
Kashner gets $1 apiece for his 
muskmelons, which are particularly juicy.—(Suburban

TALES OF BANK OF ENGLAND. 


SOME OF ITs EXPERIENCES WITH ROBBERS, Fort- 
ERS AND THIEVES. 


[London Saturday Journal:] There is no institution 
that has more romance attached to it than the Bank of 
England. It has been nearly ruined on several occa- 
sions, it has been beset with thieves—one gang robbed 
| it of over £100,000 thirty years ago—forgery and frauds 
have been practiced upon it by the most accomplished 
criminals in history, and yet “safe as the Bank of Eng- 
land” is a saying which, in spite of the institution's 
many ups and downs, is true to the letter. 

Had it not been for a very smart ruse on the part of 
one of the directors the bank would have smashed over 
a century ago. This is what happened. A panic sprang 
up among bank-note holders, a panic that spread and 
spread before any one was aware of what was happen- 
ing. 

One morning, just after the bank opened, an angry and 
excited crowd thronged the street demanding cash for 


notes. There was actually double the money in notes in ° 


the hands of that mob to what there was gold in the 
bank, and the outlook was a bad one. Gold had to be 
got in to pay off every claimant, but that took time. So 
the directors sent men with notes into the crowd, whose 
claims they attended to first, and paid each claim in six- 
pences and shillings. Some men walked away with 
sacks of shillings over their backs, but the time gained 
by this method of payment saved the bank, and every 
claim was paid. 


After this the bank decided to reassure its depositors 
by displaying in the bank windows and near the cash- 
jers’ desks sacks overflowing’ with sovereigns, but the 
public did not know that the sacks were full of coal with 
only a lay@r of sovereigns on top! 

The man who gave the bank the most trouble was 
one named Charlies Price, and he was given the nick- 
/ name of “Old Patch” because he often wore a black 
| patch over his right eye for no reason save as a disguise. 
_ He was one of the finest engravers in the world, beat- 
_ing even the bank engravers. He put forged notes into 

circulation with surprising skill, and a battle royal be- 
gan between him and the bank. 


Had he not been a master of disguise, he would: have 
been caught long before he was, but he managed to

At first it was thought to be a hoax, but 
as a precaution detectives searched the bullion vaults 
thoroughly, and were quite satisfied that under no cir- 
cumstances could a man enter those rooms; but they

BULB SEASON. 


TIME TO PLANT AND KIND or TREAT- 
MENT NEEDED. 


By Ernest Braunton. 


T no other season of the year may so many bulbs 

be planted with both pleasure and profit as the 

few weeks from now until New Year's Day. This 
is peculiarly the time for what is known as Dutch bulbs 
and so strongly do they manifest their desire to grow 
that they will put forth leaves even in the dry air of the 
living-room if laid upon the bare table. Planted 
in almost any soil, they rapidly spring into life and, 
developing rapidly, soon give fine heads or sprays of 
flowers. 

Anemones, hyacinth, iris, ixias, jonquils, lilies, nar- 
cissi, ornithogalum, ranunculus, sparaxis and tulips 
are some of the most popular bulbs to plant now, and 
all may be obtained at any seed store and also of some 
of the florists and nurserymen. While all will grow in 
a great range of soll and with somewhat indifferent 
treatment, there are none inthe list but will amply 
repay you for proper treatment. Soil for bulbs should 
be a very friable loam, easily worked, easily drained and 
well enriched, but regarding the latter point the fertil- 
izing were best done u year before, and this season's 
feeding used as a surface mulch only. If manures are 
dug into the soil they must be thoroughly incorporated 
and so thoroughly rotted as to appear quite soil-like. 
Much harm usually results from the application of fresh 
manures when planting bulbs. 

To guard against decaying vegetable it is best, when 
planting bulbs of much value, to drop a little sand into 
the hole first and set the bulbs on it si that decay will 
not be induced in the most vulnerable spot, which is 
the root crown. More especially is this necessary with 
all bulbs having scales, as the true lilies (genus Lil- 
fum,) and with these a handful should also be dropped 
on top so that sand rather than common soil may work 
down into the interstices. In planting, put bulbs down 
below the surface about twice their diameter, so that a 
two-inch narcissus bulb will be down four inches. If 
your soil is right, better results will come from deep 
than from shallow planting. Water thoroughly after 
planting, and then but sparingly until the leaves appear 
above the soil, when copious waterings should be given. 


The Meteor Rose. 


In localities where it will not mildew, the Meteor rose 
is one of the most beautiful and satisfactory for South- 
ern California of any we grow. Where blooming at 
present it is afflicted with mildew in damp, illy-drained 
garden soils, but in solls well drained such as overlie 
a gravel or sand stratum it is now superb in color, form 
and size. We have few good dark roses, and none bet- 
ter than Meteor when well grown. All dark crimson 
and damask roses seem peculiarly subject to this disfig- 
uring blight, though of course race and parentage play 
some part in immunity. A well-drained soil in a loca- 
tion subject neither to extreme heat or cold, or reason- 
ably free from one or both, is the only place where suc- 
cess is assured. 


Dwarf Cocoanuts. 


All of the genus Cocos, and some other palms of the 
tribe Cocoinae of the order of palms, bear true cocoa- 
nuts, though some are no larger than peas. All of this 
tribe have the three eyes characteristic of the large 
edible cocoanut, yet not all are so markedly at one end 
of the nut, in some cases being near the middie. The 
most common of these palms with us, as well as one of 
the hardiest, is Cocos australis, or at least one that 
generally passes under that name. Any plant from 
South America with the specific name of australis should 
be hardy, for the name means southerly and the far- 
ther south on that continent the colder the weather. 

One of our close students of the palm claims that this 
name belongs to a palm of the larger group of Cocos, 
quite close to the favorite C. plumosa, and he may be 
right, but the name he gives to our dwarf which passes 
as €. australis is simply impossible, so that our deal- 
ers have not changed from the name under which it has 
always been known—C. australis. To those interested 
in the identity of this species it is as well to explain 
that the name C. erlospatha has been ascribed to this 
palm. All plants are given a specific name for a good 
and sufficient reason. Eriospatha is made up from two 
words: erios (woolly) and spatha (spathe)—woolly 
spathe. But alas! the one we know as C. australis has 
a perfectly smooth spathe, though we have, in local 
gardens, similar species with very woolly spathes, the 
identity of which has never been clearly established. 
Doubtless the name eriospatha belongs to one of these 
species, a name that would apply with peculiar fitness. 
Some of the fruits of these palms are not only edible, 


‘but very pleasant to the taste, the part eaten being the 


pulp on the outside of the tiny cocoanuts. 
Sterilized Soil Needed. 

Complaints are somewhat common from amateur 
gardeners that many of the finer garden seeds cannot be 
grown by them, though the boxes “were filled with the 
best soil in the garden,” and some ascribe the failure to 
seeds of low vitality. Very fine and delicate seeds need 
a soil fully as aristocratic as themselves, and a garden 
soll full of minute insects and fungi is a poor medium 
in which to grow them. 

It would prove profitable if the soll to be used was 
te rating, for heating the soil in any

way, if it be thoroughly done, will render it pure and 


sweet and insure a crop from any seeds if intelligent 
care is given. All seeds germinate more quickly and 
young plants grow better in sterilized than unsterilized 
solls. Soil in greenhouses is now treated with steam 
heat through a pipe system, but our amateur gardens 
‘may put a “dripping pan” full in a hot oven until thor- 
oughly heated through, and do a still better job. But 
little soil is needed for propagation of delicate seeds for 
the home garden, so that the task will not prove a 
heavy one.to any who really wish to get good 


Edible Hibiscus. 


To those acquainted with both native and exotic 
species of hibiscus, it may seem rather strange that 
one species alone should produce a valuable food. Yet 
such is the case with Hibiscus sabdariffa, which yields 
the material for making jelly known locally as roselle. 
The first seeds in Southern California came from the 
State University and were imported from Queensland 
by a resident of San Francisco. The following is a 
good description of the plant and its economic uses: 


“The plant is very ornamental, the dark red stems 
and pods showing through the rather scant dark green 
foliage. The flowers are of a yvellowish-white with a 
dark-red center, two inches across and lasting only an 
hour or so during fair weather. The juice extracted 
from the fleshy calyces or husks is used with water to 
make an acidulous cooling drink, but is of most value 
in jelly making. The mucilaginous properties of the 
| juice render the “setting” of the jelly certain with a

reasonable amount of cooking. The dark cherry color 
of the jelly and the sprightly acid make it nearly, if not 
equal to currant jelly. The color of the husk is very 
much more vivid when the pod is green, and in this con- 
dition the pod and contents can be cooked and the juice 
strained. If, however, it is desired to save the seed, 
the pod must be allowed to ripen and the husks can 
then be used for jelly making. If the husk is dried it 
does not lose its acidity or color. This allows it to 
be shipped in a condensed form, and it can afterward be 
made into jelly. Irrigated plants produce a more 
highly-colored fruit, but come into bearing later. Un- 
irrigated plants put their strength into fruit.”

Pepper Trees Still Popular. 


In spite of the fact that the pepper tree is often 
stunted and disfigured by black seale, it continues to 
be a prime favorite for planting along wide streets and 
country roads of good width. The slight faults of this 
noble tree have been much overdrawn, and there is no 
doubt, if it is properly handled, that the pepper tree is 
nearest to the ideal for street planting. 


The chief objection urged against it is that it raises 
the sidewalk and pushes out the curb, either by roots 
or buttresses of the trunk. These difficulties are easily 
avoided if proper preparation is made. The pepper roots 
and buttresses are made above ground only because of 
resistance below. If the soi! is loose and permeable for 
a considerable distance below the surface the roots will 
| delve deeply and no trouble will be experienced. On 
| the other hand, if the ground is so hard that top re- 
| sistance is less than that below no other result must 
be expected than that the roots will come up and the 
trunk buttress widely because it cannot go down: there- 
fore, it must grow sidewise. This argument wil! hold 
good in greater or lesser measure with all trees. In all 
parts of Southern California, under varying conditions 
of soil, climate and treatment no tree has proven more 
worthy of extensive street planting than the pepper. 
A Deciduous Street Tree. 


the merits of the green ash (Fraxinus lanceolata.) One 
of the chief points urged against evergreen trees in 
many sections is that they prevent the muddy roads 
from drying out if thickly planted on the south side of 
streets running east and west. Among many strong 
points about the green ash, one especially worthy of 
mention is that it is bare of leaves but three months 
out of the year, and these are the three during which 
most of our winter's rains come down. 

This ash is a very fast grower under good treatment, 


| yet is most drought-resistant when planted on dry hill- 
sides. Their average growth under usua) street-tree 
conditions has been observed to be about five feet per 
year in all dimensions so that at the end of five years 
we have a dense, round-headed tree of most excellent 
form and beauty that is twenty-five feet high and the 
same distance through the crown or head. From this 
growth we may argue that none should be planted 
closer to each other than forty feet. During the past 
few years this ash has been somewhat planted locally, 
but the best examples to be found along streets are in 
| San Bernardino.

T is none too early for those who contemplate doing 
] their hatching artificially the coming season to be- 

gin to think of incubators and brooders. If already 
‘in possession of these essential machines, it will be the 
part of wisdom to furnish them up, test their working 
capabilities, and place them in position ready for the 
winter hatching campaign. If in the mood to buy a ma- 
chine, it will be wise to become familiar with both the 
hot-water and hot-air systems, as well as the different 
makes, with a view to making an intelligent selection. 
The economy of artificial hatching has long been dem- 
onstrated. and it is now quite generally used even by 
amateur breeders and fanciers. Even if one grows only 
a few poultry it is still advisable to resort to the arti- 
ficial method. For the past ten years the writer has 
used a 120-eggz machine, filling it but once if the hatch 
was large, and not over twice if smal!. In this way 
he has maintained a family flock of sufficient size to 
supply the family table with hen fruit and carcass. 
The incubator “brings out” the youngsters at one time, 
thus enabling the management of larger numbers of the 


same age requiring the same treatment.

The average standard make of incubator is reasonably 


reliable in its operations; 
be the fault of the operator rather than the machine. 


Each machine is first tested, and each machifie is fur- 


nished with full and complete directions, which if rell- | 


followed will invariably yield satisfactory re- 
sults. The important thing is fertile eggs fresh from 
laying hens of strong constitutional qualities. Weak 
fertility and barrenness will not give satisfactory re- 
turns under any circumstances. See that your lamp 
burns bright and even; that the wick is trimmed dally 
and the lamp kept scrupulously clean; that your oll is 
of the best: that the machine sets in an even tempera- 
ture, and that the proper degree is maintained in the 
ezge chamber. These are the basic things to observe. 
The turning of the eges, etc, are also important, but 
involve only a routine item of labor. 


The Beautiful in Poultry. 


There are so many useful breeds of poultry, beauty 
of breed often recommends it. Because poultry must 
be useful is no reason it should not be beautiful, and 
ideals of beauty happily vary. Beauty to one man lies 
in color, to another in form, and to a third in both.

Apes Do Reason, He Says. 


GERMAN SCIENTIST’S STUDIES AT 
THE BERLIN ; 


| N ape, reared from babyhood at the Biological In- 


stitute in Amani, German East Africa, has accom- 
| plishments as a bicycle rider. There was a demand 
_ from Berlin for so gifted a specimen of the anthropoid 
| ape and he has now been added to the collections in the 
Zoélogical Garden of that city. 

Perhaps it is not very remarkable that an intelligent | 
ape, with innate love for feats of balancing and gymnas- 
tic stunts on the branches of trees, should learn to ride 
a bicycle. His trainer reports that his patience and 
time were not overtaxed in teaching him to ride. 

The ape was a little slow in grasping the idea that by 
working the pedals he could propel the machine, but 
when light dawned upon him his education as a wheel- 
man was almost complete. He is not yet sufficiently ob- 
servant of obstacles in the road, but he is improving. 

Just now the German public is most interested in the 
studies that Dr. Alexander Sokolovski has been making 
of three anthropoid apes at Stellingen, near Berlin. His 
scientific specialty is zoédlogical psychology, and he has | 
been observing the life of two orang-outang, male and 
female, called Jacob and Rosa, and an unnamed chim- | 
panzee. He has convinced himself that these animals 
have not only instinct, but also elementary reasoning 
powers. 

The three animals are excellent friends, but there 
are marked temperamental differences between the 
chimpanzee and the orang-outangs. The former is full 
of life and is doing something every waking moment. 
The latter are more quiet, sit reposefully for lang peri- 
ods on the floor, and when they attempt the swinging 
bar they are slower and more cautious than the chim- 
_panzee, who is reckless. He likes rough and tumble 
play with Jacob, but Rosa is his favorite. There seems 
to be a perfect understanding between them and she is | 
his dutiful servant in many of his origina! performances. | 

To facilitate Dr. Sokoloveki’s studies the keepers gave | 
a good deal of latitude to the three animals. The chim- | 
| panzee especially has had his own way to an unusual ex- | 
tent. He acts more naturally when he does not know 
that he is under human observation, and for hours every 
day he has been apparently by himself, though watched 
every moment. 

Some of the most interesting results of Dr. Sokolov- 
ski’s studies grew out of the chimpanzees desire to es- 
cape confinement. He does not like it, though his two 
friends seem content. 

They occupied a part of a very large wire cage, more 
than half of which was used as the summer sleeping- 


place of the giraffes. The board partition dividing the 
cage into two compartments was high, though it did not 
extend to the roof. Nobody dreamed that the chim- 
panzee could surmount this wall, but he did, and it was 
one of his three successful attempts to get out of his 


cage. 

In a corner of the cage against the wooden partition 
was a large box in which the apes slept, and so heavy 
that they could not move it. One day the chimpanzee 
jumped up on this box and seemed to be critically ex- 
‘amining the partition. He jumped into the air again 
and again with arms stretched above his head, but he | 
could not bring his fingers within three feet of the top of 


the wall. 

| His attention suddenly became riveted upon a large 
tin globe which had been given to the animals to play 
with.

At last he gathered all his en- 
ergies for the biggest swing of all, and when at the 
bar and just 
managed to catch the top of the partition. 

The next moment he was among the giraffes again 
That very day the partition was extended to the roof 
and flight in this direction was quite cut off. 

His next attempt was to break the fastening on the 
door of the cage. He observed with much apparent in- 
terest that when the keeper entered the cage he handled 
a bunch of keys, one of which he inserted in a padlock. 


The keeper sometimes gave him the keys because he 


was so gravely curious to examine them one by one, and 
often he would strain up against the wire to look at the 
padiock outside, for the idea seemed to dawn upon him 
that it had something to do with getting into or out of 
the cage. 

One day Jacob managed to break the wooden piece on 
the swing, and this put an implement into the hands of 
the chimpanzee. The bit of tough hardwood was about 
three feet long. and it had broken so that one end was 
almost a point. Dr. Sokolovski could scarcely believe 
his eyes when he saw the ape thrust the stick outside 
of the wire, push the thin end up through the staple that 
held the padlock and then pry with all his might to force 


it out. The keeper was notified, the performance termil- 


nated and the chimpanzee was deprived of his new tool. 

As he felt his restraint so deeply, it was decided to 
give him a little occasional exercise in the open, and so 
one day the keeper took him out into the garden for a 


stroll, leading him by a smal! chain. It was a great lark 


for the ape, and he plainly manifested his enjoyment, 
and all the more when they reached a fruit stall at the 
gate, where he was regaled with bananas. 

He had the time of his life, and the very next day he 
decided that he wanted another stroll and more bananas. 
He set to work on the wire of the cage, which was 
merely meant for summer use, but was supposed to be 
strong enough to hold any anima! that was put into the 
cage. 

The chimpanzee confined his attention to the smaller 
wires that were bent around the network of larger wires 
He bit and tugged at one wire 
with his strong teeth till it broke, and then he uncoiled 
it with his fingers and threw it on the ground. He 


treated a number of these wire bands in the same way, 


and then with his enormously strong hands and arms 


he pulled and bent the larger wires t.fl he had cleared 
'a hole big enough to craw! through. 


It was high time to sound the alarm, but before any- 
thing could be done the chimpanzee was out in the gar- 
den and Jacob and Rosa were at his heels. The leader 


was making straight for the fruit stand when the force 


of keepers corralled the party and forced them back into 
the cage. 

This is only one series of observations among many 
which led Dr. Sokolovski to the conviction that these 
animals, while less than human, are much more than 
He learned many things also from the orang- 
outang, but they were not so bright and interesting as 


the chimpanzee. 


One of the peculiarities of this fellow was his antipa- 


thy for everything human excepting his keepers. Jacob 


and Rosa would blandly extend their hands for a cordial 


shake with the public while the chimpanzee lurked be- 
'hind for a good chance to snatch off the headgear of the 


visitors. Spectacies aroused his greatest ire, and he had 


a way of sweeping them off the nose with a sort of back- 
hand claw that hurt and almost stunned the victim. 
Dr. Sokolovski advises that a number of young men 


trained in zodlogical or comparative psychology be sta- 
tioned in the native homes of these animals to make a 
thorough study of them. He does not think that the 
anthropoid ape was the direct ancestor of the human 
race, but he believes man originated through some strik- 
ing differentiation from them. ' 
At any rate, in physical structure and in mental pro- 
cesses they are the nearest approach which the brute 
creation has made to man. They are worthy of the 
most minute study, and with the present methods of in- 
vestigation Dr. Sokolovski believes it will be possible 
to reveal their whole life history and to learn just what 


they are.

S. P. Demonstration Train. 


T HE first week's run of the Agricultural and Hor- 


ticultural Demonstration train has made sure the 

success of this great enterprise. When the South- 
ern Pacific equipped this train and announced that all 
the running and living expenses, the hall rents and ad- 
vertising would be provided by the railroad company, 
there remained the uncertainty as to how the enterprise 
would be received by the public. The College of Agri- 
culture and the State Commissioner of Horticulture 
which had been delighted to conduct the meetings and 


_ exhibits along the way, looked upon the adventure as a 


mere trial of a new idea here upon the farmers of the 
State. The first itinerary of eight days’ service has re- 
moved all doubt as to the success and popularity of 


‘' the Demonstration Train. 


I had the pleasure ot accompanying the train on the 
three.first days of the trip, and was then obliged by offi- 
cial duties to return to Sacramento. During the time 
of my participation in this work we visited the cities 
and towns of the west side from Woodland to the sugar 
factory at Hamilton. The party consisted of Shaw, 
of the State University, Mack of the University of Ne- 
vada, Babcock of the State University, Carnes of the 
State Insectary, Brennor and the writer, of the State 
Horticultural Commission. In the grain districts Prof. 
Shaw conducted the meetings, and in the fruit sections 
the commissioner's office had charge. A regular train 
crew of engineer, fireman, conductor and brakeman, G. 
W. Luce, the assistant genera! freight agent in charge, 
a chef, waiter, stenographer and official photographer 
completing the number. It was a congenial, business- 
like crowd of fifteen, and the schedule was made to 
keep every one busy. The meals were served between 
stations to economize time, and the professors and dem- 
onstrators were none the less active in this line, for we 
were in the great turkey belt of California. 

The first stop in the rural districts was at the village 
of Yolo, where all the farmers from the river to the 
foothills had assembled to see the train. In five min- 
utes the crowd was seated in the assembly coach listen- 
ing to the cry for humus by Prof. Shaw. Ten minutes 
later Prof. Mack was explaining the hog cholera and 
remedies (isolation.) This disease had devastated the 
swine herds of many adjacent localities within the year. 
Ten minutes on “bugs” and fruit-tree diseases, tree 
propagation and varieties, from the Horticultural Com- 
mission and the speaking programme at Yolo was done. 
In front was the University demonstration car and to 
the rear the car of the Horticultural Commission. The 
ear doors were unlocked, one-half the crowd went for- 
ward and the balance back to the rear car, and the 
farmers were shown literally hundreds of examples of 
fruit diseases, insect pests and their work, nursery and 
orchard practice, noxious weeds, fumigating and spray- 
ing appliances, special products and harmful insects 
from all pertions of the world embalmed in vials. In 
the forward car the university had an equally exten- 
sive and instructive exhibit in dairying, cereal growing, 
animal diseases, alfalfa, pedigreed farm seeds, hundreds 
of bunches of cereal grains and many other exhibits. 
The cars were kept open for inspection never less than 
one hour, and this gave time for the crowds to visit 
both exhibits and see the demonstrations. 

Here is what the San Francisco Chronicle says of the 
meetings under date of November 12: 

“The Southern Pacific Company’s agricultural and 
horticultural demonstration train arrived at Corning 
at 2 o’clock Wednesday afternoon, where it spent the 
night. The farmers are turning out in large numbers 
all along the line and showing much interest and appre- 
ciation in the talks given by the various professors and 
specialists accompanying the train. Literature is being 
distributed at all stops. 

“The special made an extra stop at Hamilton City 
and Germantown. The entire population turned out, 
the business houses and schools closing for the occa- 
sion. At Orland a meeting was held in the operahouse, 
At Corning the train was met by a band, and in the 
evening the entire party was tendered a banquet at the 
Hotel Maywood. Two meetings were held in the 
operahouse, both being filled to overflowing. The train 


reached Anderson today.” 


Crowd at Dunningan. 


T the next station above Yolo the lecture car con- 
A tainea 124 people when the meeting was called to 
order. Where the people came from could not be seen 
from the car window. One hour for the speaking and 
one for the exhibits and the train rolled on to Arbuckle, 
killing a fine gobbler on the rails, which attracted little 
attention. as the chef had one roasting, procured in a 
legitimate way, and with which we became better ac- 
quainted later. Two meetings were held at Arbuckle, 
the latter in a hall, which was held until 10 o’clock in 
the evening. The train remained on the siding all 
night, as it did in every case throughout the trip. At 
the evening session time was given for discuation by 
the audience, the exhibit cars being closed in the even- 
ings on accgunt of difficulties in the proper examina- 
tion of the specimens. The session at the Arbuckle 
hall was crowded, as it was also at Willows, where the 
second night’s stop was made. 

at the small town of Orland the train was greeted by 
rently every inhabitant of the country round about. 
Ariené is in the center of a national irrigation district, 
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and proposes to become the most northerly citrus cen- 
ter in the valley. Fruit questions came thick and fast 
at this place when the colonists reached the exhibit car. 
Not content with train demonstration alone, one of my 
men had made a run into a vineyard, discovering phyl- 
loxera where it was not known to be. Another man 
had given an example of walnut grafting in an adjacent 
orchard on the request of the owner, and this orchard 
demonstration work Would have been held at every 
fruit-growing station if time to leave the train had 
been possible. On the evening of the third day I left 
the happy crowd at Hamilton, taking the electric car 
for a run of 110 miles to Sacramento, arriving home at 
midnight. The train will return to Sacramento on the 
17th, and remain here till the next itinerary is made, 
which may begin on a new route the second week of 
December. 


Co-operation on the Way. 


T Anderson, Corning, Chico, Biggs and Marysville 
Aine demonstration crew were entertained by the 
commercial organizations of these cities. At Biggs a 
banquet was given by the Chamber of Commerce. How 
the boys will bear up with turkey on the diner and ter- 
rapin at the banquets remains for another “demonstra- 
tion.” The reception of those engaged in this work was 
hearty at every point. At many places the schools were 
dismissed that the children might visit the exhibit cars 
and hear the lectures. In our car were the most de- 
structible cases, glasses and machinery, but the children 
were so orderly and careful that not one breakage oc- 
curred. This is remarkable in view of the fact that a 
band of boys turned out this way is usually boisterous 
and destructive. We have high hopes for the future of 
the State where the children are so orderly and eager 
to learn of the things pertaining to the soil. 


At Corning the train was met by a band, and at two 
places the evening programme wns enlivened by vocal 
and instrumental music at the halls. One farmer re- 
marked that he had asked all his neighbors to attend 
the train meeting, and they all came. He sald he ex- 
pected to meet a lot of “book farmers,” but was sur- 
prised to hear the speakers talk in plain. practical sense, 
in no case using mystifying terms or claiming to know 
all there is extant about farm topics. I have written 
freely about this institution because it is of interest to 
the people who make their living from the soil, and I 
am sure the readers of The Times will peruse this 
sketch. which is just from the field, with pleasure and 
possibly profit.

Continuation of Service. 


AM not authorized to make any definite statements 

regarding the continuation of the demonstration serv- 
ice to other parts of the State. It was understood, how- 
ever, that the train would be run to every principal 
farming and fruit-growing section if the plan proved 
popular and useful to the farmers. Of this there seems 
to be no doubt, judging from the newspaper reports 
along the 360 miles of road covered by the first trip. I 
think it would be well for those points wishing a call 
from the demonstration train to so indicate to the 
Southern Pacific, the University or the State Horticul- 
tural Commissioner. Already formal action to this 
effect has been taken by Chambers of Commerce of 
cities not yet visited. The outfit carries so much of 
practical example and helpful specimens that it will 
pay to get it. It costs nothing but a request. 


Apples of Pajaro. 
HE Pajaro district has, in round numbers, 1,000,000 


apple trees, planted on 14,000 acres. The varieties | 


mainly raised.are Yellow Newtown Pippin and Belle- 
fleur. Of the total number of trees fully one-half are 
of the first, and one-third are of the last-named vari- 
ety. The balance is made up of almost every known 
variety, with Red Pearmain (Pomme de Fer.) Missouri 
Pippin, White Pearmain, Lawver, Langford and Smith 
Cider predominating, in the order named. 


Markets for these apples extend to almost all parts 
of the globe. The months of September, October and 
November in Pajaro are busy ones in the orchard, pack- 
ing-house, cannery, dryer, cider and vinegar works. It 
requires the services of several thousand men and 
women to care for the apple crop. From daylight until 
dark on all roads leading into Watsonville may be 
heard the rumble of the procession of wagons heavily 
laden with apples on their way from orchard to pack- 
ing-house. The orchards present an animated scene 
with their groups of men who, equipped with ladders 
and buckets are relieving the trees of their burdens of 
fruit. In the packing-houses, all is bustle and hurry on 
the part of the women and men employés, in the sort- 
ing, sizing, and packing of apples, nailing of boxes, and 
loading on cars preparatory to shipment. 

The same spirit prevails in the cannery. Here the 
activity and energy displayed on the part of the women 
in preparing the fruit for canning, together with the 
whir of machinery, reminds one of an immense bee- 
hive. While less life is apparent in the vinegar works, 
yet with the hum of the desiccator, rattle of pumps and 
conveyors and groaning of the immense hydraulic 
press from which rains in great streams the delicious 
cider. the visitor is fully impressed with the belief that 
there is “something doing” all the time in these estab- 
lishments. —[C. H. R., in Rural Press.

These look some- 
what like single roses. This shrub multiplies rapidly, 
and is therefore cheap. 

The flowering blackberry is a most delightful shrub. 
It is of easiest cultivation, and-about its beauty there 
can be no two opinions. Along with it should be 
planted the charming old flowering almond, with its 
rosy bloom and at least one specimen to serve as a 
background for them, of the flowering plum. 

One of the most striking plants for an ordinary gar- 
den is the Mexican plant known as the yucca. It is 
thoroughly hardy, despite its exceedingly tropical ap- 
pearance, and very responsive to cultivation. It is a 
plant that is easily started, and grows in almost any 
soil. It has few insect enemies, if any, and on the 
whole may be said to be as tough as a weed. Before 
it begins to send up its flower stalk it is not particularly 
ornamental, except in the sense that it has stout green 
bayonet leaves, making it a noticeable and somewhat 
fantastic object, so that it can be used with great effec- 
tiveness to help out ap artistic garden design. But as 
soon as its blossoms come out the yucca becomes with- 
out doubt one of the great beauties of the garden. The 
tall stalk which shoots up from two to as many as four 
and five feet in height, according to the plant, is sud- 
denly covered with wonderful waxy white bells that 
stud the stalk as thickly as hyacinth blooms.—[Amert- 
can Fruits.

He alluded to 
the curious fact that tea would not live in close prox- 
imity to human beings, and that where people had lived 
the tea plant would not grow freely and vigorously. 
The soil had to be pure and rich. He recommended the 
Indian tea as far superior to the Chinese variety. If 
they saw the Chinese manufacturing tea they would at 
once lose al] taste for it. The manufacture in India 
was automatic all through, the hands or feet not being 
called into the actual process as in the Chinese methods.

N evidence of the increasing interest taken by the 
A public in the care of the body is the increasing fre- 

quency of’ articles on the subject in the leading 
magazines, for these publications closely feel—and fol- 
low—the pulse of the public. 
misleading, as for instance the voluminous dietetic here- 
sies of our friend Woods Hutchinson, while others dis- 
play an astonishing lack of knowledge of the simple 
facts of dietetics, even for a “layman.” On the other 
hand, many of the articles are earnest and helpful. 

In Munsey’s Magazine for October was an article by 
Michael Williams entitled “The Prolongers of Life” in 
which the author refers briefly to the work done and the 
discoveries made by scientists who are studying the 
vital question of diet arid its relation to health and 
longevity The article is illustrated with ten portraits 
of eminent investigators along this line. The first is Dr. 
Elie Metchnikoff, of the Pasteur Institute in Paris, a 
man with a benevolent-looking face, who claims that 
men should live 120 years. Dr. Metchnikoff 
. that the fermentation and putrefaction of excessive qual- 
ities of food in the lower bowel and foods not adapted 
to the requirements of stomach are responsible for the 
degeneration of the body's living cells, and he points 
out that flesh foods produce a far more dangerous form 
of bacteria than other foods. In this Metchnikoff is un- 
doubtedly right. What solution does he offer to the 
problem? Naturally an ignorant “layman” would say 
to cease eating the foods which thus injure the body. 
That, however, would be far too simple for an eminent 
professor of medicine. So Metchnikoff advises that after 


you have eaten the flesh foods which produce the danger- | 


ous bacteria, you should then proceed to drink sour milk 
and avert the danger they have caused. Funny, isn't it?

“Commercializing” Divine Healing. 


EFERENCE has been made here on several occa- 

sions to the notable increase in the use of various 
forms of suggestion, by priests and physicians. As 
stated, they have been more or less driven to this course 
by the remarkable success which has attended the so- 
called “Christian Science’’ movement, a movement that 
has tended to deplete the incomes both of parsons and 
of physicians. 

One of the first movements toward the use of sug- 
gestion under the form of “divine healing,” so called, 
was inaugurated in Chicago by Bishop Samuel Fallows. 
It seems that some enterprising people have conceived 
the idea of turning this into a money-making enterprise, 
to judge from the following rather surprising circular 
received by the editor of the Care of the Body from the 
“League of Right Living,” 67 Wabash avenue, Chicago:” 

“Some time ago you wrote Bishop Fallows for infor- 
mation regarding the movement to unite religion and 
medicine in curing disease. Your inquiry, with hun- 
dreds of others, convinced Bishop Fallows of the neces- 
sity of doing something to aid those who were inter- 
ested, and who could not personally attend his church 
clinics. 

“Bishop Fallows immediately consulted wiih noted 
psychologists, neurologists and leaders in religjous 
thought with the object of preparing a practical course 
of instruction on this new method of right living that 
could be successfully followed in the home. The need 
of such instruction was instantly recognized by the 
leading specialists of the world whose céoperation has 
been secured. As a result the League of Right Living 
has been. organized, with Bishop Fallows as president 
of the organization work. 

“In inaugurating this new and world-wide move- 
ment we have decided, for the purpose of making its 
benefits known, to enroll 500 charter members who 
will be entitled to unlimited membership, the complete 
course of instruction, and all privileges as enumerated, 


no use for any such methods as this, for on the very 
rare occasions when he finds himself pussessed of the 
symptoms of a slight “cold”—which is really a fever— 
he knows that it has come from eating too much—per- 
haps at one of those banquets which a felfoew cannot 
avoid—or else from breathing the effuvia from hun- 
dreds of filthy lungs in an ill-ventilated assembly-room 
or theater—places which he does not frequent any more 
often than he can help. So, to cure the results of over- 
eating or bad air, he takes the simple and rational 
course of stopping eating altogether, breathing fresh 
air a little more thoroughly, night and day. This in- 
variably effects a cure within forty-eight hours. Of 
course, if one has been dietetically sinning for weeks or 
months, or even years, it will take much longer to get 
into good condition, because there is much more mor- 
bid matter to be removed. 

However, such a method as the inhalation process 
above referred to is undoubtedly much better than the 
taking of drugs which merely serves to add to the pol- 
son in the system.

A Good Consumptive Sanatorium. 


A COPY has been received of the fifth annual report 
of the Barlow Sanatorium, in the Chavez Ravine, 
Los Angeles. Mention has previously been made here, 
on more than one occasion, of this excellent and deserv- 
ing charity. [It would be well if more members of the 
medical fraternity were imbued with Dr. W. Jarvis 
Barlow’s sensible ideas in regard to the trea t of 
tuberculosis. He reduces the use of drugs to a! mini- 
mum, depending mainly on the healing power of nature, 
alded by diet and fresh air—especially air. 

The Barlow Sanatorium is not a free institution, al- 
though a few patients are treated free every year. A 
small charge is made, so as to save the patient's self- 
respect and make the benevolence go farther. 

The report states that during the past year the sana- 
torlum has had constantly thirty or more cases under 
treatment, at an average cost per patient of $8.29, ex- 
clusive of all permanent improvements, donations or 
supplies, This weekly cost was greater than that of 
the previous year, owing to the increased cost of liv- 
ing and the decrease in supplies donated. Never be- 
fore has the sanatorium had to buy canned and fresh 
fruit. It should not have to do so now, and doubtless 
would not have to do so if the institution were more 
widely known among our horticulturists and merchants. 

There are now thirty-six available beds in the insti- 
tution, an increase of four over the last report. Ad- 
vanced cases are now taken as well as earlier cases. 

Eighty-seven patients have been treated during the 
past year, nineteen less than the previous year, the 
cases having remained longer under treatment, show- 
ing better results. .

Why not first try circumcision, with a spare moderate 
and non-stimulating diet? It is as impossible to cure 
a person of such a habit under the ordinary stimulating 
dietary, including flesh food, condiments, and coffee— 
or under any dietary when too much is eaten—as it 
would be to keep a man from freezing who is put into 
an ice box. 
There are other less radical methods of preventing 
the propagation of race by criminals and degenerates, 
without resorting to the extreme of castration. 
The following became a law in Indiana, in 1907: 
“Whereas, heredity plays a most important part in 
the transmission of crime, idiocy and imbecility. 
“Therefore, be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of Indiana, that on and after the passage of 
this act it shall be compulsory for each and every insti- 
tution in the State entrusted with the care of confirmed 
criminals, idiots, rapists and imbeciles to appoint upon 
its staff, in addition to the regular Institutional physi- 
cian, two skilled surgeons of recognized ability, whose 
duty it shall be, in conjunction with the chief physician 
of such institution, to examine the mental and physical 
condition of such inmates as are recommended by the 
institutional physician and board of managers. If in 
the judgment of such committee of experts and the board 
of managers procreation is inadvisable, and there is no 
probability of improvement of the condition of such in- 
mate, it shall be lawful to perform such operation for 
the prevention of procreation as shal] be deemed safest 
and most effective.” 

The act went into effect March 7, 1907, and by the end 
of that year there had been 296 vasectomies in the State
